Geiger, in Milwaukee last Friday, of a grand jury which 
had been asked to return indictments against leaders in 
the industry on charges of coercion. Judge Geiger’s de- 
cision was sharply criticized by Attorney General Cum- 
mings, who charged that the decision obstructed justice, 
While there was some dispute at the time over the state- 
ment that the indictments had already been returned by 
the jury before its dismissal, it is since understood that 
this was not the case. 


Judge Geiger dismissed the complaint on the basis that 
government attorneys had offered to “deal” with the ac- 
cused leaders whose activities were under investigation. 
The attitude of these leaders now is that they have been 
eliminated from the case by the judge’s decision and any 
further controversy rests between Judge Geiger and At- 
torney General Cummings.

quict again this week. United Automobile 
Workers’ principal activities currently consist of a mod- 
erate slow-down in several plants in an effort to prolong 
available work; awaiting results of a hearing over firing 
of six UAW men in connection with “tarring”’ of a non- 
union worker in a Fisher Body plant; and continuance 
of the union’s efforts to organize Ford workmen. 


In the apparently futile task of unionizing Ford men, 
the UAW last week requested the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board to subpena all telegrams and other cor- 
respondence of the Ford Motor Co. relating to labor 
questions at the St. Louis assembly plant. In return, 
Ford’s attorney, Daniel Bartlett, said he would ask sub- 
pena for the membership and dues records of the UAW 
St. Louis local. The NLRB hearing continued this week 
with no results expected for some time. 

Meanwhile, UAW’s avowed intention of closing the 
Ford Kansas City assembly plant remained fruitless this 
week as the plant continued normal operations, despite 
picketing and minor skirmishes outside the plant be- 
tween police and pickets. 

Testimony in the GM-UAW dispute over dismissal of 
six Fisher Body workers for action against a non-union 
employe was completed late last week, and a ruling on 
the matter is expected in the next few weeks from Wil- 
lard E. Hotchkiss, arbiter. Meanwhile, nothing has de- 
veloped looking toward resumption of GM-UAW nego- 
tiations on contract revisions, broken off several weeks 
ago.

Although the 33 states thus far reported 
for November indicate a 15 per cent de- 
crease under 1936 figures, it is believed 
that the final total for November pas- 
senger car sales will show a bigger 
decline. As a result ADN’s previous estimate of around 
190,000 sales has been revised downward to between 170,- 
000 and 180,000 units. This would compare with 223,560 
sales in November, 1936. 

Based on the 33 states so far reported, a final total of 
around 190,000 units is indicated. However, R. L. Polk & 
Co., which has access to reports from 110 major cities, 
places the month’s final total at 170,000 units. 

A total of 125,207 sales have been reported by the 33 
states, compared with 144,378 units by the same states a 
year ago, a drop of approximately 15 per cent.
